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Ie posterity were to judge the present times by their 
general character, they would be somewhut amazed at 
our late rejection of the Catholic Petition, The age 
js more generally refined than any preceding era in 
modern history, knowledge is every where diffused, 

continental superstition is daily decreasing, and men 
are more inclined to judge of each ether not by what 
they think but by what they do. The Roman Catho- 
lics, whose political errors have almost always origi- 
nated ia the influence of the Porz, have become mo- 

derate since the utter extinction of that influence ; 
and they themselves in fact have given an additional’ 
blow to the papal authority by rejecting it’s imfallibi- 
lity, aot only in the United Kingdom, but in all the 
first Universities on the Continent. Thus at length 
the Catholics and Protestants differ very little from 
each other except in the use of religious symbols; thg 
very name of Papist, ouce so expressive of every thing 
fiery and intolerant, has scarcely a jot of it’s former 
meaping; and the great odium of Ingotry and super, 

stition has passed from the Catholic body to that body 
of modern Jesuits without, Jesuitical learning, the yj- 

elent Methodists. 

‘The Ministry acknowledge that the Catholics are 
no lounger. dangerous to a state with regard to their 
papal credulitiess they acknowledge that the opinions 
and statements of their Petition-are not ubjectionable ; 
but they reject it eutirely because it is not the proper 
time for indulgence to the Irish. This is a little sin- 
gular. The Irish. ave very poor aud oppressed, but 
they have lost their bigotry and have a great deal of 
eourage: the English have united them to the nations 
aad they want their hearty assistance. The Irish on 
the other hand want the assistance of the English, and 
are ready, upon reasonable terms, not only to fight 
in union with. them, but what is a great deal more, 
to fight beartily for them: the Epglish are very ready 
to receive this assistance and they requiie it in a very 
peremptory manner, but though the mutual enemy is 
peer for their disunion, they refuse to grant a 
petitidn acknowledged to be just. In short, the Irish 
must do every . ‘pitti but the English 
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Let us look at the three particular classes of men 
who refuse the petition. The first are those, who 
oppose it partly epon a political and partiy on a reli- 
gious account; the second are those whose opposition 
arises from the very bigotry they condemn ; the third, 
and most violent, are the ministers who wish to keep 
their places by flattering the royal scruples. 
be evident that none of these persons, whatever they 
may say to the contrary, actually believe the protes- 
tations of the petitioners to be irue, _Perhaps Mr. 
Percevat, whom at the same time I believe to be a 
man of amiable private life, belongs in some de- 
gree to all the three classes, and it is a stain on the 
general chatacter of this gentleman that he has raised 
such an outcry against the whele body of Catholics.

Now it is a little extraordinary that the Goverue- 
ment should at the same time oppose the Catholics, 
who declare they will not meddle with the Church, 
and allow every privilege to the Calvinist and other 
violent Dissenters, who openly accuse and threaten the 
Church. I do not wish to defend the religious pecu- 
liavities of the Catholics, which in general are quite 
as absurd and hideous as those of Methodisin.s but tect 
us always recolJect that there is 2t this minute a con- 
siderable body of Methodists in the state, and ‘that it 
is much more Jikely we may have g Methodist King 
than a Cathofic one. Nothing bat an alteration of

They will make 
this journey in four days, and will repair to Fontainblieau, 
whence they will go to Compeigne. - It is believed that 
this residence ‘has been destined by his Majesty to King 
Charles, that he may spend the remainder: of his days 
thére. The Prince of Asturias, the Infant Don Carlos, 
and the Infant Dog Antonio, spent the evening yesterday 
with their Majesties the Emperor and Empress. They 
will spend two days at Bourdeaux, and will afterwards 
proceed to Valency, whence it ts probable they will go to 
Navarre. [It is believed that his Majesty has ceded to 
them that superb domain, and the forest appertaining to 
it. Itissaid that many Spaniards of distinction are on 
the road to Bayonne, where, it appears, that the Em. 
peror is about to hold a general Junta. It is presumed, 
that he will be occupied, nut only in regulating the suc- 
cessions to the throne, but also in fixing certain ametiora- 
tions, which all good Sjaniards call for.

S1n—On Tuesday last a new comic opera entitled Le 
Virtuose in Puntiglio was preduced at the King’s Thea- 
tre, for the purpose of introducing to the public Signor 
PItTARTENI,-in the character of Battisolfa, a musical 
composer. Thé business of the piece consists in the rival 
éxertions of two females, each ardently aspiring to be- 
come principal Singer at the Opera, and as there is fo 
Gther plot. 
squabbles between these women. 
the company, any new performer is considered as an ac- 
quisition, and it requires but little ability te surpass ali 
these, upon whose slender merit the Manager has dragged 
through five months of the season. Signor MtAnrent 
therefore appears under peculiar advantages, yet I fear 
kis talents are not sufficient to make him a lasting fa- 
vourite. His voice is a base, pdssessing great firmness 
and power, and peculiarly well adapted for taking a part 
in the compositions for many voices, with which the 
Vialian Operas abound, In songs it is harsh, and has an 
unpledsant nasal sound, and a rattling effect, which would 
almost make me imagine that he in some degree imitated 
Demosthenes, and sang with pebblesin his threat. He has 
butlittle variety of action or feature, although he was very 
successful in the song*of La mia mamma, which describes a 
dialogue between himself and his mother onthe subject of 
marriage ; the tottering fechleness, the toothless contraction 
of lip, and the tremulous voice of old age, were expressed 
withaccuracy that promised more talent than his:ubsequent 
performance realised. He will be prudeat to grin in 
future with less vigour; it must be painful to himself to 
keep his mouth in a perpetual elliptic exteasion, and it 
can impart no pleasure to the audience, to whom nature 
has a thousand times more charms than buffoonery. But 
butfoonery appears to be the A spr of Ltalians; MORELLI 
is not divested of it, and in Natpr it was carried to an 
excess that much injured the effect his wonderful talents 
were otherwise calculated to produce. While Moret 
performs at this theatre, Signor MIARTENI will not be 
much required, as he is ah actor of the same class,.and 
certainly of inferior merit. The manager would have 
acted more judiciously in engaging a performer to supply 
the place of Vicasown1, which has never been properly 
filled; for one might as wetl attempt to make a hunter of 
a dray-horse, as a hevo of Signor Riaut. 

If Mrartent selected the opera ot Le Virtuose in 
Puntiglio for bis dedel, it is no proof of. a correct taste ; 
the compositions of FioRAVANTI are among the worst 
productions of “the Italian School—they are flimsy and 
unmeaning. Like the masic of Koxuvy, all theic merit is 
the prettiness of the airs; but even in this respect Retry 
has, io my opinion, the superiority, It is not in the com- 
position of airs that the genius of the composer is shewn, 
but in the construction of the harmony; the first requires 
only fancy, the latter is the result of years of abstruse 
and perplexing study, 

Madame Catatant performed Giocondina with her 
usual arclhmess aud vivacity, which can throw animation 
into the dullest music and worst language of the comic 
opera. But itis not on acting alone that she must depend 
for praise, it is bighly requisite that her singing should be 
correct; the mistakes she is continually making are the

been given to the transaction, for if the prisoner was con- 
victed of the robbery, the prosecutor would be entitled to

was entitled to no very favourable opinion from a Jury.
